Washington. March 21.— The In- 
dependent Order of R'nai ltVlth, 
one of the most influential and use- 
ful benevolent organizations in the 
country, holds Its ninth general con- 
vention in Washington during the 
first week of April. This will be 
the first time It has met here. The 
general conventions haxe been held 
twice in New York, twice in Chica- 
go. In Philadelphia, in Richmond, in 
Cincinnati, nud five years ago in 
New Orleans, with delegutea from 
all the lodges In the United States 
and Kurope. They represent a 
membership of about forty thousand 
men of Jewish birth. In all the 
walks of life — statesmen, diplomat- 
ists rabbis. Jurists, lawyers, bankers, 
merchants, doctors, scientists, auth- 
ors, professors, editors and men of 
influence In tho state and nation, 
who are Joined together in the or- 
ganization for the purpose of Im- 
proving the conditions of their race; 
of exercising an influence on nation- 
al and International questions; of 
promoting education, morals and 
physical welfare; of providing for 
the poor and the sick and the af- 
flicted; building 
aged and the 

Ing hospitals, schools and other Instl 
tutlons; taking an active and intelli- 
gent Interest In the leg slat ion af- 
fectlng immigration, the white alave 
traffic, the recognition of the Aiuer- 
l.au pa*s|»ort. and the protecting »f 
the poor and oppressed wherever 
tbey may be. 

H'nal II rlth was founded October 
13. 1843. by American citixena of 
the Jewish faith, who had emigrated 
from tlermauy to the Cnited States, 
and had experienced the embarrass- 
that are felt by all aliens 
e Ignorant of our language 
and the rustoraa of our rountry and 
the rights and prlt ilegees of cltisea- 
shlp. Henry Jones was the founder: 
other men of eminence supported 
him. and tho order has had the co- 
operation and encouragement of al- 
most every Jew of prominence In 
America and Kurope. 

It Is not a sectarian or exrlueive 
organization; it Is not intended to 
create prejudice or encourage clan- 
nlshncss. but to educate, stimulate 
snd encourage the Jewish Immi- 
grants In a knowleedge of. and lo\e 
for American Institutions, to pro- 
mote a love of law and order, to en- 
courage Industry and patriotism. 

The R'nal ll'rtth Is responrthl 
for many benevolent Institutions In 
Palestine, 1n Roumanla. in Austria. 
In Germany and In every other 
country where there are Jews to be 
> ared for. It maintains schools, 
hospitals, libraries, relief agencies, 
i o-oporatlvo banks, emigration ao- 
ietles, vacation colonies, employ- 
ment bureaus, schools for nurses, 
public kitchens, homes for feelile- 
uilnded and various other relief and 
edncstional Institutions, and it has 
been foremost In all movements to 
promote, to secure the protection 
ami a recognition of the rights of 
ewish subjects in Russia. Rouma- 
nla. Galicia and other countries In 
the I'nlted states it maintains 
homes for the aged nnd Infirm, hos- 
tals for the poor, night schools 
id day schools, public libraries and 
irious other eharitsble and educa- 
mal institutions, and among other 
hlevements enumerated in Its of- 
rial records are these: 
It presented to the people of the 
I'nlted States a statue of religious 
liberty In Philadelphia.

Did anyone expect scenes rivaling 
the inauguration of the French com- 
mune in the house of representatives' 
There was no revolution, when Can- 
non was defeated on the Norrls reso- 
lution Saturday. The majority, 
which has heretofore supported him. 
simply voted against him, and he 
was undone. Could anything be more 
democratic than- that? 

Contrast the action of the bouse 
of representatives, on that occasion. 
If you will, with the Kentucky atate 
senate when the Democrats and Re- 
publican* united in an effort, sup- 
ported as they were by a friendly- 
presiding officer, to drag from the 
rules committee the Income tax con- 
tltutional amendment. The Demo- 
cratic majority found Itself thwarted 
by a rule of its own devising. It re- 
quired only a majority of the mem- 
bers to psss a bill, according to the 
constitution, and a majority favored 
that and other measures; but ths 
rules of the senate required a two- 
thirds vote to call a bill out of the 
of a committee. It was a per- 
nicious scheme to render void a pro- 
vision of the constitution, by which, 
though a bare majority could pass a 
bill. It required a two-thirds major- 
ty to put the bill on passage. 

The congressional rules are de- 
signed to give the majority party, 
through the speaker It selects In cau- 
cus, control of legislation: The 
Kentucky senate rule was designed 
to prevent the majority- party from 
controlling legislation, which certain 
Interests desired suppressed. Tim* 
after time did the Democratic ma- 
jority in the legislature supported by 
Republicans try to batter down the 
rules and get at bills, and every 
time they failed: the first time a 
bare majority In congress opposed 
the speaker, he waa overruled. As- 
suming In his person the will of the 
majority party, the speaker of the 
house of representatives may be a 
cxar. and rule with crushing power; 
but in the Kentucky legislature the 
majority was chained and gagged by 
a gang of lobbyists, and helpless 
even when they had the numbers. 

Joe Cannon was the choice of the 
Republican caucus and merely repre- 
sented In bis rulings the will of the 
majority. It is probably true, as 
charged that he dominated the cau- 
cus. Somebody dominates every 
caucus that ever does anything, and 
whoever the majority selects as 
speaker, must aJeo be invested with 
the flame imperial prerogatives or he 
will be marked for failure from the 
outset. A body as big as the house 
of representatives, working through 
committees, must be governed by 
Iron rules, or It will deteriorate into

A HORRIBLE EXAMPLE.

It 
has lost some businew, because the 
way its premises are not kept up Is 
obnoxious to the cttlaeos, who pass 
there. The concern hap a respectable 
looking building, and If It kept the 
premises clean and sodded the yard, 
tt would not be obnoxious. We pre- 
sume the proprietors think It was no 
body's else businer- as they own 
the lot; but it is the business of ev- 
ery citlxen to see that the city is 
kept lookng its best, and we hope 
they will go on Inning busim**. until 
they are compelled to retire to a 
more modest location, or awaken to 
the fact that they owe something to 
the city besides taxes. 



THE MAN WHO STOOD STILL 

In defeat, Joe Cannon 
stripped, the creature of the 
majority and no cxar at all. He held 
authority by virtue of a majority of 
the members of the house of repre- 
sentatives, powerless to do a thing 
without its sanction. Imperial in his 
influence while it sustained him, ii 
potent when It deserted him 
. Joe Cannon is broken, overruled, 
without power to back his 
as presiding officer; yet the authority 
by which he bos figured so potently 
In the affairs or the nation Is un- 
changed, un lessened snd unbowed 
That authority Is a majority or the 
house of representatives. Its will Is 
the will of the cxar. expressed 
through the speaker, who is chosen 



by it Such prerogatives as he pos- 
sesses, it give* hi 
slon of that will; but

a disorderly mob, the minority wl 
thwart the efforta of th»? majority to 
enact into law* the pledges it gave 

the people, and congress will lose its 
efficiency as a lawmaking body 

Then why was Joe Cannon defeat- 
ed? He never will b* sb!e to u 
stand it himself, and we doubt 
whether many of those, who opposed 
him, realise what it means. It is 
epochal: the gallant figure of the 
fighting old speaker of the house Is 
almost the last to go down before 
modern Ideals. It means that the 
progressive element of the Republl 
can party, of which rormer President 
Roosevelt is the conspicuous bead, 
and President W. H Taft the active 
leader, has triumphed, and that the 
majority party In congress following 
the executive haa successfully turned 
another corner and will continue In 
national control until a similar crisis 
arrives In the future, when It can 
not produce the man of the hour. 

Joe Cannon Is not deposed; be la 
left behind. His contemporaries 
have been run over or cast aside. Joe 
Is made of different stuff. He stood 
gallantly in the middle or the road, 
clinging to the theories that held 
good during that marvelous era of 
material development, which fol- 
lowed the close of the Civil war, and 
tried to head off progress. He held 
the nation in check a long while; 
now and then an agitator got past 
him; labor organised. Industries 
combined, religious denominations 
began to co-operate with one another, 
business and social life took on a new 
aspect; but the nation, in so far as 
ita laws were concerned, showed no 
marks of a change In public senti- 
ment. Then came Roosevelt, and a 
dynamic political quantity In sym- 
pathy with the ethics of the time* 
was added to the forces, with which 
Joe Cannon had to contend. 

Let us not be too hard on Joe. We 
cannot expect a man to change the 
habits of thinking of a lire time 
Joe Cannon spent a generation In 
public lire, and he may sincerely 
look upon public affairs from the 
point of view he round popular when 
he entered on his career year* ago 
We know honest and Intelligent men 
In Paducah, who have not been able 
to grasp the modern theory or the 
funcUons of popular government, 
and we know others, who are radl 
cal beyond the bounds of reason. The 
Republican party la divided into two 
groups or. the subject— the progres- 
sives and the reactionaries — and the 
party has never yet 
glimpsed the 
portunity «f national 

It was not because he lacked native 
ability to lead, that Joe Cannon met 
defeat; but because he stood still 
and tried to force the world to stand 
stilt. But the world will go on. It 
Is a pitiful spectacle to see a man 
outlast b> times, mi Minder standing 
and misunderstood, combatting, not 
mortal eoetnlei, but Inevitable ad- 
t. Poor old Joe Cannon!

Primarily the committee was sup- 
posed only to corudder changes in the

The committee has been used as 
the fulcrum upon which the speaker 
swung the house, as a club with 
which to force things through, the 
cure-all for every legislative Mil 

Under the rulea committee system 
the speaker could call his four col- 
leagues together and pass a rule that 
the measure should be considered at 
such a time, it would be 
to the house, adopted by 
the majority vote and the proporl 
tion ror which It paved the way was 
then in order. And It took only a 
majority vote to pass It. 

It la In this power to abrogate the 
two-thirds vote that the rulea com- 
mittee is powerful. The Cannon or- 
ganisation utilised this to force 
through the last congress Ita Item 
providing for an increase in the sal 
ary of the president. By a special 
rule" It was able to shut off dehatc 
on the tariff bill. With a majority of 
the house it was possible by the sld 
of the committee on rules to accomp- 
sh or prevent the accomplishment 
of almost any scheme or legislation

The Norrls rules committee will 
be composed of ten representatives — 
elected by the bouse, not sppointed 
by the speaker. There Is no chance 
of packing it. Moreover, the speaker 
Is specifically excluded from service 
on It. The chairman Is to be chosen 
by a vote of the ten members.
